THE PRESIDENT'S REPLY. 


The Executive A»k» That the Government* 


lie Put In Immediate Counmnnlcation 


With Their Minlitera In China. 


The usual batch of contradictory 


reports came from darkest China since 
our last issue. A despatch alleged to 
come from Minister Conger, and writ- 
ten, in the state department cipher, 
was received by Secretary Hay on 
Friday through the Chinese minister 
at Washington. It was in answer to 
the despatch to Mr. Conger, forwarded 
through Mr. Wu on July 11, and reads 
as follows: "In British legation. Un- 
der continued shot and shell from 
Chinese troops. Quick relief only can 
prevent general massacre." The mes- 
sage is not dated, but it is understood 
it was sent from Pekin on the 18th, 
and is accepted as genuine by Mr. 
Hay. English statesmen take no stock 
in the cablegram and claim that the 
Chinese are trying to hoodwink Uncle 


Sam. 


The German foreign office will con- 


tinue to regard the report that the 
legations are safe as a myth until com- 
munication, now cut off for nearly a 
month, shall have been re-established 


A London cablegram, dated July 23, 


states tbat Sir Halliday MacArtney, 
English secretary to the Chinese lega- 
tion in London, had asserted that the 
Pekin legations were safe, and that 
they were about to proceed to Tien 
Tsin. 


THE EMPEROR'S APPEAL. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—After having 


appealed in vain to the French govern- 
ment to use its good offices in adjust- 
ing the difficulties now menacing the 
Chinese empire, the emperor of the 
latter, Kwang Hsu, turned to the 
United States, asking President Mc- 
Kinley to act as mediator between his 
government and the allied forces 
The communication from the emperor 
came from Governor Yuan, of Shan- 
tung, through Minister Wu, resident 
here, and was at once telegraphed to 
the president at Canton. The execu- 
tive has accepted the office of mediator 
contingent upon the full consent oi 
the powers interested, upon the safety 
of the legations imprisoned in Pekin 
and upon the determination of the 
Chinese government to maintain order 
and guarantee liberty of life and limb 
to all foreigners found within its 
confines. The correspondence follows:

Greet iny: 
China haa long maintained friendly re- 


lations with the United States and is deeply 
conscious that the object of the United 
States is international commerce. Neither 
country entertains the least suspicion or 
distrust toward the other. Recent out- 
breaks, of mutual antipathy between tbe 
people and Christian missions caused tbe 
foreign powers to view with suspicion tbe 
position of the imperial government as 
lavorable to the people and prejudicial to 
the missions, with the result that the Taku 
forts were attacked and captured. Conse- 
quently there has been clashing of forces 
with calamitous consequences. 


The situation has become more and more 


serious and critical. We have just receiv- 
ed a telegraphic memorial from our envoy, 
Wu Ting Fang, and it is highly gratifying 
to us to learn that the United States gov- 
ernment, having in view the friendly rela- 
tions between the two countries, has taken

curred well-nigh universal indignation. 
For settling the present difficulty, China 
places special reliance in the United States. 


We address this message to your excel- 


lency in all sincerity and caudidness with 
the hope that your excellency will devise 
measures and take the initiative in bring- 
ing about a concert of the powers for the 
restoration of order and peace. The favor

TUB PRESIDENT'S REPLY. 


The President of the Cnilcd States to the 


£»iperor of China. Greeting: 
I have received your majesty's message 


of the 1'Jth of July, and I ani glad to know 
tbat your majesty recognizes the fact that 
the government and people of the United 
States desire of China nothing bnt what is 
just and equitable. The purpose for which 
we landed troops in China was the rescue 
of our legation from grave danger, and the 
protection of the lives and property of 
Americans who were sojourning in Chini 
in tbe enjoyment of rights guaranteed 
them by treaty and by international law 
Tbe same purposes are publicly declared by 
all the powers, which have landed military 
forces in your majesty's empire. 
I am to infer from your majesty's letter 


that the malefactors who have disturbed 
the peace of China, who have murdered 
the minister of Germany and a member of 
the Japanese legation, and who now hold 
beseiged in Pekin those foreign diploma- 
tists who still survive, have not only re- 
ceived any favor or encouragement from 
your majesty, but are actually in rebellion 
against the imperial authority. If this be 
the case, 1 most solemnly nrge upon your 
majesty's government to give public assur- 
ance whether tbe foreign ministers are 
alive, and, if so, in what condition. 
Second—To put the diplomatic represen- 


tatives of the powers in immediate and 
free communication with their respective 
governments and to remove all danger to 
their lives and liberty. 
Third—To place the imperial authorities 


of China in communication with the relief 
expedition, so that co-operation may be 
secured between them for the liberation of 
the legations, the protection of foreigners 
anrt the restoration-of order. 


If these objects are accomplished, it is the 


belief of this government that no obstacles 
will be found to exist on the part of the 
powers to an amicable settlement of all the 
question:* arising out of the recent troubles, 
and'the friendly good offices of this gov- 
ernment will, with the ass'nt of the other 
powers, be cheerfully placed at your maj- 
esty's disposition for tbat purpose.

HOPE ABOUT ABAS DOSED.

Conger and his associates of the diplo- 
matic corps were still alive are sur- 
rendering to the accumulating evi- 
dence to the contrary. 
To-day the

has been the stoutest believer in their 
safety—Secretary Long—is wavering, 
while the stale department has pri- 
vately about abandoned hope." 


It is reported that the admiral in 


command of the Russian squadron in 
Chinese waters has been ordered to 
bombard the Chinese coast towns on 
receipt of confirmation of the report 
of the massacre at Pekin. 


Chinese advices received in London 


from Shanghai 
say that a general

E U R O P E A N A R T . 
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The Antl-Tentonlc Feeling Jn§t Now It Not 


Very Strong In franco—A Visit to the 


Sevres Factory.

PARIS, FRANCE, July 0. — There is no 


unit or rule for accurately measuring 
or comparing international 
exposi- 


tions, but, after six weeks' study, I 
think the Chicago exposition was, in 
many respects, not inferior to this of 
Paris. There is more and better-class 
art about this show; the ensemble is 
more artistic and it would be hard to 
excel the beautiful scene that stands 
before you when the sunlight or elec- 
tric light illumines the domes and 
minarets that adorn the space between 
the Champs Elysees and the Invalides. 
There are more traces of the artistic 
spirit among the exhibits than at Chica- 
go, and, in truth, for an exhibition of 
European art — I do not say the very 
best, but at least the second best — the 
exhibition of Paris in 1900 would be 
hard to beat. But that is all, wonder- 
ful to say, seeing that some years have 
elapsed since the Chicago world's fair 
and that great progress in many direc- 
tions might have been expected. 


One thing very noticeable now is the 


increase in the number of visitors. 
Paris is not, or seems not to be, more 
crowded, but the exposition is. Last 
Sunday just 40 people under half a 
million pas?ed the gates. The price 
of tickets had come down to 10 cents, 
which may have, must have, had some 
effect, and there was a Christian En- 
deavor pilgrimage or an English trades 
excursion, 3,000 or 4,000 strong, which 
helped to fill. A few weeks ago the 
universal remark was : "What a crowd 
of Germans!" 
And, in truth, Paris 


was, 
as someone put it, for the time 


more German than Berlin. 
Wherever 


you went, on the boulevards, in the ex- 
position, in the cafes, ou the tops of 
the omnibusses ("in the air," as the 
French say), there they were — thous- 
ands of them, in spectacles, nearly all 
in straw hats and dressed as if they 
all had the same tailor. The anti-Teu- 
tonic feeling just now is not very 
strong in France. 
It seems to be 


slowly but surely dying out, not so 
much because the French hate the na- 
tion that took Alsace-Lorraine from 
them in 1S70 less, as because they hate 
the nation that beat them at Waterloo 
and stood them off at Fashoda more. 
Besides, though of different religions, 
there is much in common between the 
Germans and the French. 
Both are 


continental nations, they have what 
the French are pleased to call a "large- 
ness" of ideas that is unknown to the 
Anglo-Saxon, whether he be American 
or English. The German is not nearly 
so shocked by French latitude of opin- 
ion and speech and conduct as is the 
Anglo-Saxon. Some Paris sights and 
sounds remain for years, perhaps for- 
ever, odious to the Anglo-Saxon. 
It 


is, in this morality, this ingrained, in- 
stinctive morality, lies the secret of 
the Anglo-Saxon power and dominion. 
No nation that is not strong morally 
will ever be permanently strong phys- 
ically.

Of those treated 
by the Pasteur method the mortality 
is about one-thirteenth of one per cent 
Patients are required to remain twen- 
ty-three days.

OUR PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION, j 


The Km,: Zcifvnrj, of Berlin, regarded as an organ of the German 


court, says: 


"The 
possibility must ever be kept in mind that the powers may dis- 


agree and that each will withdraw to its own sphere of influence. At 
any rate, it is now certain that the war will last for a long time anil the 
present troops in the field arc entirely insufficient. 


"Doubtless, if: the United States government had already created a 


military basis in China, Washington would now make a claim for a 
separate sphere of influence. 


"If imperialism succeeds at the forthcoming presi- 


dential election a strong expansion policy toward China 
is to be expected from the United States. 


'•In any event, in order to make their influence felt in the coming 


reorganization of the Chinese government each power -will probably 
establish further points of support in China."

The Military Strength ol China. 


Maj. E. A. Marshal, the British 


officer, who is perhaps one of the best 
authorities, has summed up the num- 
ber and disposition of the forces in 
China thus: 


Fighting troops: Manchurian field 


force, 50,000; Manchurian irregulars, 
30,000; Fighting braves, 125,000; Chien 
Chun, or disciplined troops, 10,000; 
total, 305,000, 


Eeserves under arms: Pekin field 


force, 13,000; banner troops in Pekin, 
75,000; banner troops 
in provinces, 


95,000; Luh-Ying, or green standard 
•egiments, 506,000; total, 039,000. 


The armament of the army is an un- 


known quantity. Many of the so-call- 
ed cavalry have no horses and only a 
few detachments are armed with ear- 
bines and rifles. The great majority 
still carry lances and bows and arrows. 
A very small portion of the artillery 
has received special training. 
The 


batteries stationed in Chihli and Tur- 
kestan are considered to be the best. 
Most of the green flag troops and the 
reserves are untrained. The best drill- 
ed troops, who have been under for- 
eign instructors, are the detachments 
of General Ni-Shi-Chen, 15,000 men; 
and General Yuan-Shih-Kai,17,000 men; 
the latter being employed for the de- 
fense of the coast of the Gulf of Pe-Chi- 
Li, Betana and Taku. These detach- 
ments are chiefly armed with Mauser 
rifles, of which about 900 000, it is 
stated, have been imported into China 
by German and English firms during 
the past three years.

Maslc»l Societies Bon W»r Paint-There 


Is Nothing That Will Equal a Chinese 


Liar. 


Special correspondence ol THE GAZETTI. 


NEW YORK, July 34 —The great mu- 


sical festival from which so much was 
hoped in musical circles has broken 
up in a family quarrel which every- 
body but the parties most intimately 
concerned regrets. The Emperor of 
Germany had presented for competi- 
tion a very beautiful and valuable 
prize. In the adjudication 
of the 


musical associations the JIannerchoir 
of Philadelphia and one of the musical 
associations of Brooklyn were consid- 
ered about equal and it was decided 
that the Brooklyn association should 
hold the prize for one-half of the time 
between 1900 and the next general 
meeting, the Philadelphia Manner- 
choir to hold it for the last half. This 
decision the Philadelphia singers re- 
fused to accept and the result is -war 
to the knife and the knife to the hilt. 
This is an unfortunate ending for a 
Saengerfest and it is yet hoped that 
the parties may be brought together 
to a more peaceful and harmonious 
settlement. 


The unsettled state of affairs in 


China has affected onr entire business 
community and we hardly know what 
to believe. On July 3 we received in- 
telligence from the Chinese minister 
that he had heard from tbe home gov- 
ernment that the foreign consuls and 
ministers were in Pekin and entirely 
safe. Five days later we were told 
that there is no doubt about the assas- 
sination of the German minister and 
that all the legations were in dire dis- 
tress 
Despatch Xo. 3, the emperor 


was poisoned; despatch No. 4, the dow- 
ager empress had been driven from 
Pekin; despatch No. 5, the dowagfr 
empresi had ordered the imperial 
troops to expel and, if possible, to kill 
the Boxers. I should now like to add 
a despatch of my own, and that is, 
'•That for superlative mendacity there 
is nothing between creation's dawn 
and the archangel's trump that will 
equal a Chinese liar and it seems to- 
day as if we know no more of the con- 
dition of affairs in Pekin or Tien Tsin 
than we did one month ago. The dif- 
ficulty of immediate settlement lies in 
the lack ol unity and jealousy on the 
part of the powers engaged. 
Russia, 


without any notice to the other powers, 
has an 
army of 30,000 
advancing 


through Manchuria; Japan promises an 
army of 00,000 men, armed, equipped 
and ready for action; 
England and 


the colonies promise thousands more, 
though Lord .Roberts is meeting with 
serious defeat in South Africa. And 
these complications have cast a gloom 
over the entire civilised world. 


Shall Russia be allowed to become 


the dominant power in the final set- 
tlement of the Chinese question ? Or 
shall Japan, 
with 
her 
victorious 


thousands, which met and conquered 
the Chinese only a few years ago, 
sinking her best battleships and cap- 
turing the strongest of her coast de- 
fenses, and, after winning the victory, 
to be defrauded of the fruits for which 
she had sacrificed so much? But the 
most distressing feature which the 
nations of Europe and the United 
States have to face is the possibility of 
the yellow races of the east combining 
for the destruction of the white. The 
question has been ably set forth by 
one of the leading newspapers of this 
metropolis and contemplated as not a 
very remote possibility fraught with 
danger. Let us not forget thai a half 
century has not 
elapsed since an 


English army marched into 
Pekin 


without serious loss and looted the 
palace for four weeks and carried 
away millions of wealth, leaving the 
palace in ruins. And latter still, as we 
remarked in a former portion of this 
letter, Japan with a small army routed 
everything before them, and it was 
not until they received a large indem- 
nity that they consented to return 
Port Arthur, which Prussia afterward 
seized and still holds and proposes to 
make a terminal of her gigantic rail- 
road system. And to-day the nation 
which let a British army invade her 
capital and was begging for mercy

Most remarkable of strange fishes is 


the angler fish, whose very name seema 
a paradox. The fishing fish is never- 
theless a reality and a stern one to all 
that approach those awful jaws of bis. 
With a body the color of mud he gen- 
erally lies in the shadow of some rock 
on the bottom of the sea, waiting mo- 
tionless for the approach of his prey. 
He is provided with an odd kind of fin 
just over the mouth, and this Is held 
out in front of him to give warning of 
the coming of something to be swal- 
lowed. 
One taken alive was experi- 


mented on, and it was found that if 
this projecting fin was touched with a 
stick, even though the stick did not 
come near the mouth, the jaws closed 
convulsively. This shows that the fin, 
by some provision of nature, closes tbe 
jaws as soon as It is touched. 


The mouth is tremendous, growing 


to the width of a foot when the whole 
fish Is only three feet long. 
One of 


these anglers was caught not long 
since, and, though it was only 25 Inches 
long, a fish 15 Inches long was found 
sticking in its throat The angler is 
provided with peculiar teeth set In 
double or treble rows along the jaws 
and at the entrance of the throat 
Some of these teeth are a foot long. 
He Is not a pretty fish to look at, but 
he attends strictly to business and will 
swallow anything that touches his 
warning fin, whether it Is meant for 
food or not. 


All kinds of things have been found 


in the stomachs of anglers, from bits 
of lead and stone to fish almost as large 
as the angler itself. This is without 
doubt one of the most peculiar and In- 
teresting fish in the whole ocean.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

the relief of Pekin, and beyond the 
protection of American life and prop-

of 
China. The 


European powers have sowed the wind 
and are now reaping the whirlwind. 
They have been looking for trouble 
in China for a long time and now they 
have it. The fire they have kindled is 
a hot one and this government should 
look well to it that American troops 
are not used as a catspaw for the pull- 
ing ont of European chestnuts." 


Secretary Boot now says that the ad- 


ministration hopes to hand Cuba over 
to the Cubans within the next eight 
or ten months, but there are still men
